Lear Lyndon, 

VJhen you were her and '“il and I were still in the nursing home, i'IcKnight 
gave me to understand tJiat your interest i^as in the Ming assassination and I 
agreed for you to liave access to the King assassination records I got from the 
JfBI and a copy of the unedited manuscript Vfhoring with HistorviHow the Leri^^ld 
Posners fa'otcct the Assassins . To the best of loy knowledge, during tliat 
interval you i.ere the only one here except fortwo close friends of whom McKnight 
is one. Neither of them had any intei'est in wliat I write you about. 

As sog:i as I was home it was apparent that other than ■‘■'ing' records had 
been moved from vjhere I had them in boxes atop the file cabinets in ivhich there 
was^io more space. I liad tiiem in what for mo was an order and from which I could 
retilove if needed. Now it is just a big jumble except for a few, I have no idea 
what the contents of those boxes related to. 

Later I noticed tiiat a separate file of what the various FBI offices admitted 
having on me is gone and that where^v/hen I was hospitalized^ the fx book shelves 
beMnd the doodf were overfilled with copies of unedited manuscripts, there was 
plenty of space in them. 

B’rom wlx^t L laiow and from what I learned for iicKnight, who had the key 
you and/or anyone else used, nobody else vias here in tliat period of time other 
than he and another who works with him and me and had no interest in 6 iny thing in 
my office. 

If you liave tliose FBI records I would like their return, as I also would of 
copies of any unedited manuscripts you have other tlian the one on the ^ing case. 
Vihat I agreed for you to liave was restricted to the King case and what is missing 
o!T placed where it liad not been is not related to tlie King case. I do not keep a 
list of tliose manuscripts, do not recall what all related to, and have no way of 
knoiiring which I now have no copies of.
